In his talk over KREO last nljrht 
L, L. Beeman, Instructor at the 
Santa Ana junior collei-e, contin­ 
ued 
his 
discussion 
of 
economic 
conditions 
In 
Germany 
following 
the World war. 
He then 'Outlined 
the 
m ilitary 
provisions 
of 
the 
peace treaty. 
H is talk, in part, 
follows: 
"The D aw es plan w as a step In 
advance, a great Improvement over 
the Reparations com mission's plan 
of 1921. 
Yet It had defects and 
had to he revised. 
Some of- its 
detects were: 
“I, 
It fixed 
the amount 
Ger­ 
many should pay each year, but 
hot the total amount. 
That had 
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been fixed in 1921 at $31,000.000,- 
000. 
Under the two plans Ger­ 
many m ight have to go on paying 
forever. 
"2. 
Germany was much dissat­ 
isfied and claimed she never could 
pay the total amount, $31,000,000,- 
000. 
"3. 
The annual paym ents were 
too large. 
The annual 
payment 
under the Dawes plan amounted to 
$6-25,000,00-0 
after 
the 
first 
five 
years. 
Though Mr, Gilbert’s re­ 
port of Dec. 22. 1928, showed that 
Germany had been able to meet 
all her paym ents under the Dawes 
plan, it had been done at the ex ­ 
pense of her budget, which had 
come out with a deficit every year 
after the D aw es plan became e f­ 
fective. 
This 
deficit had 
to be 
met with increased domestic loans,

against 
Germany. 
Her 
Imports 
amounted to more than her ex ­ 
ports.

ed whereby another expert com ­

Dawes plan. 
This com m ittee was 
made up of the leading financiers 
of United States, England, France, 
j Belgium, 
Italy, 
Japan 
and 
Ger­ 
many. 
Owen D. Young 
of the 
j United States 
w as made- chairman 
j and 
for 
that 
reason 
the 
plan 
bears his name. 
“The 
main 
provisions 
of the 
Young plan are: 
1. 
The annual 
paym ents are retueed from $625,- 
000,900 to $488,138,000 for 87 years. 
Then the payments are to be ap­ 
proximately 
$290,000,000 
for 
the 
next 21 years. 
.Payments are to 
be made for 58 years, ending In 
1988. This makes the total amount 
that Germany has to pay 
In the 
58 years approximately 24,500,000,- 
000, which has a present value of 
$9,0-00,000,000 Instead of the $31,- 
000,000,000 
that 
the 
Reparations 
committee decided 
upon in 1921. 
This $9,000,000,000 is just a little 
above th« amount Germany claim ­ 
ed she could pay and ft little less 


than the United States experts In 
1919 figured she could pay. 
"2. 
Approximately $16,000.000 of 
this amount m ust be paid every 
year. 
That Is, this amount cannot 
be postponed because of financial 
conditions in Germany,

An international hank was 
! established at 
B a s e l,^-Switzerland, 
j through which these- payments are

The money to 
meet 
these 
I payments Is to be raised by two 
¡means. 
First, revenues from the

The Allied troops were to 
be withdrawn from the Rhine sec- 
j tion Immediately.

Henry Hazlitt in the New York Nation this 
week lists what he calls “our intellectual rul­ 
ers.” Mr. Hazlitt says that in making his 
selections he kept one question before him 
which was: Will what X thinks today become 
on* 
the thought of thousands tomorrow (using 'to- th a t a 
morrow’ quite literally). 
'The list cannot fail to arouse considerable 
interest, lists of names and tastes and ques­ 
tionnaires always do. Here it is: 


a state senator who had political influence w ith 
officers of the law. 
A check for $50 went to 
the city editor of a big Chicago daily. 
The 
names of a superior court judge, a former 
chairman of the Cook County Republican com­ 
mittee, a sheriff and various other officials 
were involved in his deals. 
A poor foreigner

racketeer makes a weekly demand upon his 
earnings. 
Unless it is forthcoming, he is 
slugged or his store is entered. He complains 
to the police. But the police do nothing about 
it. 
Jack Zuta is simply one of thousands in our 
great cities who are parasites upon legitimate 
business. The Mexican bandit is a “ piker” 
compared with him.

Roosevelt took the matter in hand the Tammany 
government of New York absolutely refused 
to bring indictments.

In the loner years before the 
war, the peoples of the Western 
world brought a blind belief to the 
doctrine of progress. 
This doctrine held, in brief, that 
our civilization had moved, was.

move in desirable direction. 
Western man. had his apprehen­ 
sions, It Is true, as he saw the 
mustering of forces that seemed 
clearly to be making for war. 
But wars, phases of economic 
depression, and other recurrent 
set-backs were considered but ed­ 
dies In the stream of history. 
The main current moved re- 
sistlessly on! 
In short. Western man really be­ 
lieved in the doctrine of progress. 
It may be that we surrendered 
all the more easily to the sterile 
pursuit of profit and pleasure be­ 
cause we thought that, for all our 
philandering with false gods, the 
net result of our social, develop­ 
ment would be progress. 
For was there not a majestic in­ 
evitability about the Idea of prog­ 
ress? 
The war dealt a death-blow to 
popular faith in this doctrine of 
progress. 


Post-war literature Is filled with 
references to the myth of auto­ 
matic progress. 
The post-war mind Is inclined to 
suspect that the pre-war faith In 
progress was the easy error of a 
generation that was all too eager 
to believe in a beautiful destiny. 
I should be the last to want a 
return to the uncritical optimism. 
¡ the blind belief, that even if we 
1 let things ride progress will some­ 
how come, that marked our mood 
1 before the war. But I cannot but 


' believe that the pessimistic skepti­ 
cism regarding progrese that has 
j followed the war handicaps us as 
j we face the task of recovery from 
the phase of depression that need- 
I lessly fell upor us last autumn, 
j Automatic progress is a mj-th! 
But the men to whom we must 
look for leadership are high-heart­ 
ed men who see the present hour 
as the assembly-ground of great 
beginnings—a time confused, per­ 
haps a time that is called upon to 
write off Its books a good many 
blunders of a blind leadership, but 
a time that Is getting into order 
nevertheless.
